2. I have discussed the matter with Bill Smith on Vice 
President Mondale's staff and advised him to suggest to Bumpers 
that he deal directly with us on this issue. This is a case 
analogous to that of Senator Morgan's for his S.Res., 4 Staffer, 


John Stirk. The answer to the Senator's request is that under
